Of the 1,100 people who have written about U.S. arms con- c 
trol policy since January 20, over 90 percent supported renewed ;: 
U.S. arms control and disarmament efforts . They urged this 
Administration to reverse the nuclear arms race by resuming 
strategic arms control talks with the Soviets at once. Few 
favored ratifying SALT II. Rather, most suggested renegotiating 
SALT XI or commencing SALT III. Not unwary of the Soviets, most 
asked that we strive for an accord that la both equitable and - 
verifiable. Pending an acceptable agreement with the Soviets 
on phased, mutual reductions of nuclear arms, many asked that 
both countries agree to a bilateral moratorium on the testing, 
production, and deployment of nuclear weapons. 
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
